National Convention recessed shortly before 5 o'clock this afternoon to 
resume its efforts to name a presidential nominee at 8 o'clock tonight. 
The 2-lth ballot, showed nothing toward (lie selection of a candidate 


Gov. Al Smith with 308 votes ami W. G. McAdoo with 43$ 1-2 were1 


hopelessly deadlocked. Having started with 31 voles yesterday, John W.1 
Davis had run 'up to 191 1-2 but there were uo surface inciieutiims of any I 
further immediate strength. Meantime Tom Tapi;art. of Indiana, was i 
one of tho busiest men nn the floor. He was declaring that Senator Samuel 
liulstqii would still be tho nominee. 


William J. Bryan came to the fore late in the day as one of the most | 


active floor workers ill the convention. Bryan regards John W. Davis its i 
entirely too conservative for the, party. Ho was nicking from delegation 
to delegation urging them to stand by McAdoo and then rumors of a 
liroader scheme that Bryan has in mind began to circulate The rumor- 
was that Bryan is inclined to suggest to McAdoo that he be withdrawn 
if be does not show a good deal more, on some succeeding ballots. 


Bryan's next choice is Homer Cummiiigs, 
of Connecticut, who he 


would like to see brought out for a test of his strength. 


If Ciimniings cannot, show anything then Bryan would like to see his 


Brother. Governor Charles W. Bryan, of Nebraska, given a whirl. Bryan 
conferred with Tom Taggart among others during the afternoon and "the 
report wits that the Commoner would be favorable to Ralston in event 
Cummiiigs and Governor Bryan both fell down.

Boyd, of Grandview avenue 
and HUman Boyd, of Scioto- 
ville, who were 'called to 
Sandusky, Saturday by the 
death of their father, J. C. 


_. Boyd, who died at the Sol- 


diers'' Home, were eye wit- 
nesses to the terrific storm 
that swept the.lake regions, 
Saturday evening, leaving1 a 
trail of death and devasta- 
tion never before equalled 
in the 'state. 


Messrs. Boyd had just re- 


turned to Sandusky 
from 


the 
Soldiers' 
Home and 


were standing at the corner 
of 
Water 
and 
Market 


streets, when the storm in 
all its fury hit that'section 
of the city. They state that 
in less' time than it takes to 
tell it buildings were razed, 
people killed, trees uproot- 
ed, autos blown away and 
boats overturned. The din 
was something terrific and 
the 
people' of Sandusky 


fairly ."went wildvwith ex- 
citement." 


The two men state that 


despite the fact that great 
buildings were razed within 
a half square of where they 
were standing, and the fur- 
ther fact that two children, 
a boy and a girl were 
blown against a building 
just across the street, where 
they were instantly killed, 
the wind on their side of 
the street could 
only 
be 


reckoned as a brisk gale. 


The Boyds were among' 
the first 
people to reach 


the boy and girl, lioth of 
whom were terribly 
dis-- 


figiored. 


Just 
a 
stone's 
throw 


from 
where 
they 
were 


standing they saw a rail- 
road ticket 
agent 
enter 


into his office and within 
ten seconds' time or less 
the building was picked up 
bodily, carried Jifty feet in 
the air, overturned 
and 


fell to the 
street 
below, 


alighting on its roof. It 
was crushed like an 
egg 


shell and its sole occupant 
buried deep in the debris. 
He was dead when rescuers 
reached him. 


The Boyds who had been 


stopping at the Commercial 
Hotel, said that when they 
left the city rescuers haa 
found seven lifeless bodies, 
and it is their opinion other 
dead wilL-be found when 
the debris is carried away. 


A large ferry boat which 


was tied up at the docks 
was swept from its moor- 
ings and turned over three 
times,'- being rolled along 
by the wind as though it 
was a peanut shell. It-sank 
more than 
two 
hundred 


feet from shore. 


They witnessed one sight 


that was perhaps the most 
thrilling thing they 
ever 


saw. An engineer 
and a 


fireman, who "were on shore 


leave,, had secured an au- 
tomobile for a pleasure ride 
and were passing the cor- 
ner of Water, and Market 
streets when the 
tornado 


swept that point. The ma- 
chine, a heavy car, was 
picked 'up by the wind to • 
a heighth of fifty or more 
feet, going straight up as 
thoiigh carried by an ele- 
vator. When it.' had gone . 
high iri the air, it was car- 
ried over one of the plea- 
sure ,boats that ;ply between ' 
Sandusky and Cedar Point 
and then overturned. The 
two occupants were thrown 
headlong into the bay, and • 
were rescued with 
diffi- 


culty. The v auto 
landed. 


wheels upward, 
but was 


completely, stripped 'of its 
engine. The impact was so 
great when the water was 
struck that two of the tires 
"blew out.'' 
___ 


Messrs. Boyd stated that 


hardly a building in that 
section of the city escaped. 
Even part of the -streets 
Svere blown away. One smoke 
stack that was 500 feet high 
was 
completely 
wrecked 


and not one brick was left 
standing. It toppled over a 
big five story building and 
it was cut fairly in- twain. 


Scheduled to leave the 


city within a short 
time, 


the 
Portsmouth 
citizens 


were forced to catch a train

for home. All along 
the 


rig'ht, of way of the Pennsyl- 
vania, at least for- a dis- 
tance of ten miles, forests 
had been 
leveled to 
the 


ground, great tress 
being 


cut off at the trunks 
as 


cleanly as though they had 
passed through a saw mill. 
Houses and barns were scat- 
tered, in every direction, 
and much live stock killed. 
Wheat fields, almost all 
ready for the reapers, were
